65. On the LIST, under 780, change #17 to CFDR Dartmouth NS, add the number 65, a 
Cc » and Yarmouth NS (I suspect this will eventually be erased). Then change the 
following under 790: #65 to #17 (ditto the erasure action); 66 to 65; 67 to 66; 68 
to 67; and 69 to 68. This was all caused by the fact that CFDR (680) is 
supposedly licensed to move to 780. Yet in the Domestic Logbook, a 790 is 
scheduled to go on at Bedford-Sackville. Well, Bedford-Sackville and Dartmouth 
are like Winston-Salem-High Point in North Carolina. A 780 and 790 would never 
work out there. And, according to our latest info, a 780 and a 790 are also 
going in at Yarmouth. Hopefully, all of this will get straightened out soon. 2) 
Then on page 69 (the 1200-1210 MAP), cross off the number 3, change the number 4 
to 3, and add the number 2 to a point about 1/2 inch south of the Oregon- 
California border on the coast, which was not printed. The list is correct, but 
was completed before the City of License for KCPC was changed to Cathedral City. 
So update that. 

By the way, if you find any other errors, beside Call Letter changes, let me know. 
I want this book to be as accurate as possible. By the same token, if I find any 
other glaring errors, I’ll pass them on via-this column.

As both a former DDXD editor and former publisher, I'd like to shed a 
little more light on this subject. It is true that the original DDXD 
column was a late tips column, with later deadlines, etc., which is not 
necessarily valid today. Such has been true for over twenty years, whereas 
the current dispute is much more recent. As a reader of DX news, one thing 
which has annoyed me for years is the submission of routine loggings to ANY 
of the columns. No one is aided by anyone reporting loggings which are 
"normal" - stations which can be heard regularly and without effort - 
unless there is a significant change reported by that logging. I realize 
that our contests have somehow evolved to the point where the contest 
manager uses DDXD reports for tallying contest results. I have also run 
both domestic and foreign contests for the club, and there are viable 
alternatives to that. One of the other, and so far unmentioned, reasons 
why the old DDXD could operate that way [and to a great degree, IDXD] was 
that the volume of Musings was so great, that it was almost impossible to 
get late items into it. Even when I edited DDXD, there were times when I 
had many, many pages of material. Now it's even more, and we again have 
two columns. I personally choose not to report the receptions of stations 
which are routine to ANY of the columns. In my view, these are of 
extremely limited usefullness to others, and are equally unworthy for me to 
"brag" about. If numbers of others follow that course, and if the real Dx 
is reported to DDXD and IDXD, there isn't much left in the way of reception 
for my Muses. Another problem area which I tried to address in my recent 
articles on UNIDs [apparently not too successfully at that] was the 
repeated submission of UNIDs which contain insufficient information for 
anyone to ID. Finally, on another topic, if any of our record collectors 
know where I might unload some classical 78's, some blues albums and 
anthologies, or some miscellaneous 60's and 70's rock, folk and jazz albums ‘ 
at a sufficient return to make it worthwhile, please advise. The way 
things are going here, I might have even DX'ed before March is over. 73's.

It's nice to see Musings support increasing, but perhaps one of the reasons 
is the ongoing forum on what should or shouldn't be included. Personally, 
while I enjoy reading about DX in any shape or size, I tend to agree with 
Ernie Cooper and others who like to read of other members' accomplishments 
in letter form. And if I want to find out just what's being heard in 
frequency order, I turn to those domestic or foreign sections. And if I 
got it right, that it the way things are intended to be. Now at this 
point, if I had any exciting stations to talk about, I would do just that, 
but unfortunately I don't have any. The WNYC shift to 820 has resulted in 
a stronger daytime signal here and it can be looped away from WQSI, which 
was good here before the move. I was afraid I would lose my Saturday 
afternoon big band program on WNYC, but happily it didn't happen. What I 
have found interesting have been my listening experiences in Europe in 
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recent months. Last Fall I spent three weeks each in Turkey and Belgium, 
and in January of 1990 I was able to DX from the Island of Malta for two 


weeks. The Malta location was good because there are only two locals on 
the air. and you could reach out into all of the Mediterranean area plus 
most of southern and central Europe. (I just sent a detailed listing by 


frequency to IDXD.) For day*imers, there was a choice of Italy, Albania, 
Greece, Tunisia and Libya, plus Malta. Evening listening was a tremendous 
experience and what a choice of music! From Bucharest, there was opera and 
Bach; From Sottens, jazz; from Budapest, musical comedy; and from Rome, 
dance music. Tunis supplied Arabic music, of course, and Vienna had 
symphony concerts. I found pop music with EE vocals on Megara, Greece, and 
rock from Yugoslavia. Malta had nightly band music. And while listening 
from Belgium last fall, I heard a program from Radio Ireland featuring BBC 
dance bands of the thrities. All of these stations were coming in loud and 
clear, but they should have been considering the megawatts being used. 

Also heard were a number of stations beaming programs in various languages 
into other countries. Doing this were the USSR, Albania, the Vatican, East 
and West Germany, England, Sweden, Finland, Czechoslovakia, Malta, the VOA 
stations, just about all the middle East countries, and probably others. I 
noticed only two stations carrying religious programs, the Vatican and 
Radio Monte Carlo. Heard some talk shows, including Budapest-1188, but 
little sign of format stations. Which brings me to the last bit of wisdom 
for this Musing. I believe that one of the things that is really hurting 
radio, AM and FM, is the use of "formats." Just what is wrong with 
“general" programming? Radio survived without formats for decades. They 
got listeners to tune into whatever programs they liked. You switched back 
and forth, and nearly every station had something for everybody. Yes, they 
were the good old days! See you again!

Couldn't agree more with Ernie Cooper, Dan Phillips, et. al. regarding the 
original purpose of DDXD-that as a "hot tip" column. When I joined the WRC 
(1956 or so), Musings was indeed a forum to list and discuss day-by-day 
catches, as Ernie so aptly explained. Personally, I would like to see this 
type of info contained in Musings. On another subject, I am taking 
advantage of an extremely attractive US West retirement offer and on 2/28 
will have hung up my Bell System career. The cameraderie and dedication to 
service enjoyed by members of the Bell System disappeared with divestiture 
(along with the System, itself) and things have steadily deteriorated since 
1/1/84 (a deterioration exacerbated by increasing incompetancy in certain 
middle and upper management positions). Hopefully, I'll have some time to 
become a bit more active in the DX arena now but have deferred a lot of 
things to do for a while. I have been able to do a bit of DXing, though. 
Per a tip from George Sherman, logged (and verified) a new TIS station on 
530 kHz in Hudson, WI. Unfortunately, no power or call given with the v/1l. 
Station was testing with a loop tape and should be on with standard TIS 
fare soon. KMAP (1370) is off the air again - was on for about a year with 
black-oriented format; I'm surprised they didn't stay since we have a 
sizeable black community in the area and have only one other relatively 
low-power FM station with a Black-oriented format. KANO (1470) is now full 
time from its Brooklyn.Park location - found this out when returning from a 
swim meet in St. Cloud last weekend - quite strong in North Minneapolis but 
way down in the mud in our SW Minneapolis location. Noted KLFD (1410) in 
Litchfield silent when up that way last fall, however, when in St. Cloud 
area noticed a signal back on 1410. No calls heard, but businesses in 
Hutchinson and Litchfield were mentioned so suspect something in that area 
is back on 1410. The Glencoe station on 1550 was not on the air when I 
traveled through Glencoe last fall. In early February, we took a cruise 
through the Panama canal; started in Acapulto, and ended in San Juan with 
port stops in Aruba, Martinique and St. Thomas, VI.

So, by replacing the coax with the 
thinnest: RG-58 I could find, the SM-1 is back in business. I've started 
taping DX, which is one of the best aids (not the disease, hi) for ID'inng 
tough catches one can use.

In response to Mr. Muick's request for editors of DDXD-E and DDXD-W to 
respond to what has turned into the club's latest controversy, "What 
Belongs in Musings va. What Belongs in DDXD" (remember the poetry 
controversy about 10 years ago?), here's my 2 cents worth. I'm going to 
shoot from the hip, mind you. I don't intend to single anyone out, but if 
you fit into one of the molds I'm going to describe, wear the shoe but 
don't be offended. After all, I'm Musing and you're reading. First, let 
me defend my column, DDXD-E. I've had the pleasure of editing this column 
for about four years now, For the most part things haven't changed a good 
deal from when I took over from Dave Schmidt, except for the cosmetic 
appearance. DDXD is down and dirty. A look at what has been heard, tips 
about changes in formats, networks, etc., all laid out in frequency order 
as reported by those who take the time to send it in. About the only real 
“gripe” I've gotten has been a request to further break down the clock from 
the current two periods to three (Midnight to Dawn, dawn to dusk, and dusk 
to midnight) and maybe four (break out the sunrise and sunset periods). 
This WILL be tried in a future issue. Possibly in one of the smaller 
Summer issues. As I see it contributors (to the DDXD columns) fit into one 
of the following categories: 1) Honest-to-goodness, dyed-in-the-wool DXezs 
who are proud of their loggings, want to share the data with the 
membership, and do so through the appropriate DDXD column. These DxXers 
have been and will continue to be members for more than a few years and as 
in the past will always be the backbone of the column(s); 2) Newer membezs 
who want to be "part of the gang” and share their initial catches. 
Sometimes their DX isn't, meaning what should go into a Bandscan or a Muse 
comes to DDXD due to confusion. But in time, those things get straightened 
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out. Sometimes a "2" becomes a "1" if they aren't discouraged by petty 
in-club bickering and/or major policy changes or are awe-struck by 
"thousands of heards from thousands of miles." Some lose interest after 
only a year and drop out of the club. But we've been lucky with new 
members at a pretty steady clip to take their place; 3) The occasional 
reporter who, due to the fact that they have a job and can't stay up all 
hours every day to DX, but is past the 1) stage, checks in every once in a 
while because (s)he's had an opportunity for a DX session, or has heard 
something out of the ordinary and is good enough to pass it on. Ina lot 
of cases a "2" becomes a "3" or maybe a "2 1/2." In any case, all reports 
are welcome and I think of each reporter as a new (or old) friend. I take 
pride in the fact that DDXD-E has such good participation and has held its 
own and even grown. Evidently, those who continue to contribute are 
satisfied with the content and layout, as most contributions come in 
needing no edivcing whatsoever. To those who type or use a computer to 
report, let me say "Thanks!" Now we come to Musings. I haven't Mused 
since I took over DDXD-E, simply because that's my vehicle to air an 
opinion now and then. Webster defines Muse as either a verb meaning "to 
think about at length" or as a noun meaning "a source of inspiration." 
Sometimes what is written in Musings is lengthy thoughts, sometimes a 
source of inspiration, sometimes both. Sometime's it's just carping and 
“what's wrong with DX News and the club." When I see one of those Muses 
coming after a few lines of reading, I just jump to the next one. I don't 
read Musings for that. I don't need that after a day at work. To those 
who continue to submit those types of Muses, I say "get a life." I read 
Musings for maybe the same reasons that you do. To find out what's going 
on and what's being heard. Yes, that's right. I look at Musings as a 
means for every member to check in with "what's happening" if they choose 
to do so in that manner. Just because Musings, which seemed to be the 
cornerstone of DX News for 30 or so years and has gone through several 
editors in the past few years, and according to some doomsayers has fallen 
on lean times, and the club isn't the same because of it, doesn't mean that 
it once more can't achieve that stature. With the current editor's 
patience and perseverance, those who wish to express their thoughts and 
inspiration via this column may do so. Not because one column is better 
than another, but because all columns do what they do best, each in its own 
way. If you want to relay your opinion on a new FCC rule, your trouble in 
getting a verie, your visit to a station, your new receiver, or your DX 
{yes, your DX) in prose fashion, then Musings is your ticket. Think of it 
as your chance to brag and editorialize all at the same time. And 
remember, no time limit! But if you've got one or fifty recent catches 
and/or tips that you want presented in a concise, statistical-type format, 
broken into time and frequency order, DDXD is for you. Put yourself (as 
the reporter) in the position of a person reading that same account of 
frequencies, times, dates, what was heard, etc., and decide how you want 
your reception reports to appear. Then send it in. Some of my reporters 
are the best Musers. And I honestly believe some Musers purposefully 
boycott DDXD. Ist DDXD-E getting too big? Too powerful? Is that what 
some are afraid of? And the favorite son of some, the once majestic 
Musings, has fallen on hard times? Maybe, but I don't think sq. Why was 
DDXD-W created? To spur interest in our Western members, where the IRCA 
seems to reign. Why do I regularly have 6,7, and 8 page columns and Wayne 
Heinen gets support from 3 or 4 members from the Mountain and Pacific time 
zones? Probably because 75% or more of our approximately 700 members live 
in the eastern time zones. Of late, Wayne's column could be retitled 
DDXD-WC (for Washington and Colorado). Wouls more California members 
contribute if they had their own DDXD-c? I don't know, but I doubt it. [f 
it were decided to divide DDXD into 3,4,5 or more geographic-based columns 
and it were for the benefit of the club, I'd be the first to ask for 
volunteers to "help me out," hi. But if it were just for the benefit of 
satisfying the ego of one or more "special" members, then I'll request a 
refund of my dues which I just paid. Approximately 85 of those 700 
contributed to DDXD-E last Volume (56) year. So far this year, about 67 
different names have appeared at the end of the column. Even some 
westerners who traveled to the east, or helped out with the Unids have 
written. But then, those who took the time to report to me regularly 
report to Wayne. They are "participaters." Let YOUR voice be heard. Send 
a Muse to Al today. And you Eastern guys and gals send your DX to me. 
Damn, for every negative thing one persone keeps coming up with I'll bet 
we, the rest of us, can come up with 10 positive aspects of the Club/Dx 
News.
